YOUR HEALTH

THE cause of epilepsy has been sought 


for centuries. unfarnrLiate>y without much 
success. This fact, known to many people 
has led them tc the false conclusion that 
this disease, which may cause distressing 
loss of consciousness and, often, convul- 
sions cannot be treated successfully. 


As.a matter of fact, the treatment of 


epilepsy today is remarkably successful, 
so much so that; competent experts esti- 
mate that fully 80 percent of all af-- 
flicted with the disease can be rendered 
free or nearly free of epileptic seizures. 


Meanwhile, the search for ultimate 


causes cf the disease continues. While 
they have not yet been discovered, there- 
are promising clues. 


We know, for instance, that certain 


types of epilepsy result from head in- 
juries. In other cases, excessive use of 
alcohoL or glandular disturbances seem 
to be responsible. 


Of course, not all alcoholics become 


epileptic: far Iroin it. Nor do all glandu- 
lar disorders lead to epilepsy. But what 
we have observed is that disturbances in 
the pancreas, the gland -ahich manufac- 
lures insuiin. the sex glands and the 
little parathyroid glands located in the 
neck, do sornetiir.es seem to be connected- 
with epileptic seizures. 


The time between epileptic seizure* 


varies to a grest extent. However, during 


maturing period, the attacks seem to 
come on more frequently. 


Recently W-; have found out that it is 


possible to make electrical tracings of 
waves from the bram bx means of an 
instrument kno-ivn as an eiectro-encep- 
halograph. In epilepsy these brain -waves - 
are abnormal. Hence, the use of this in- 
strument may be heJpful in making a. 
diagnosis. 


It is important to realize that the vast - 


majority of persons -^Ith epilepsy can be 
relieved "with the modem methods of 
treatment. But, first of all, an 
effort 


should be made to improve the patient's 
general health through proper physical 
exercises in the open air. in cool, well- 
ventilated bedrooms, and the proper diet. 
The use of alcohol should, be prohibited.- 
If the attacks are infrequent, coffee may - 
be permitted in moderation. 


Three main kinds of drugs are em- 


ployed in epilepsy: the barbiturates, so- 
mum dilantin. and a form of the ^tter 
preparations known as phenylmethylethyl 
nydantoinate. 


In most cases, prolonged treatment is 


necessary to brine the attacks under 
controL 


Thus, a patient with epilepsy must 


remain under the constant care of the 
-_ 


doctor so that prcgre-ss of the disease 
can be carefully watched and the best 
treatment devised to hold it in checX, 
since drugs" which work wonders in one 
.case may > totally intffectivt in an<.»bcr.

tract at an undisclosed salary and 
would take charge of she team 
''at once." 


Cronin, who has managed the 


Boston club since 1934, advances 
to the post of general manager 
in succession to Eddie Collins, 
who has been handicapped by 
illness. Collins will remain in an 
advisory capacity as vice-presi- 
dent. 


The mo've r.sd not been unex- 


pected. For many months it has 
been rumored th-jt the wealthy hub 
team was trying to land McCarthy 
as its field leader, and that Joe 
was beginning TO feel restless In 
his self-imposed exile on his farm 
near Buffalo. 


Talking with the press after to- 


day's announcement, McCarthy said 
his health had improved greatly 
through his long rest and admitted 
he had "felt the urge" to get back 
in a uniform- He said he could have 
joined several otj^er teams, but had 
chosen the Red Sox. 


Cronin emphasized that his 


successor would" have complete 
charge of the Sox, who fell to 
tnird place in the American 
league this season after having 
won the flag last year and lost 
to St. Louis in the World Series.. 
McCarthy, he added, would have 
tbev final say on all player deab. 


The latter clause m Joes con- 


tract is- most unusual. Ordinarily 
it is the general manager or the 
club president who reserves the right 
to veto player deals The fact that 
the Sox ga\e McCarthy such wide 
powers was a possible indication of
